But the coming of the railroad 
in ISSI and the loss of the coun­ 
ty seat in 1892, destroying th? 
business of freighting and stage- 
coaching ss well as removing the 
occasion of the lawyers’ visits, 
put a quietus on the hotel busi­ 
ness, 
In the meantime, the building 
was occupied for some time as 
a residence by the widow of Hal 
Gosling and their two sons, fol­ 
lowing the tragic 
death of the 
husband and father in 1884. Later, 
tney movea to San Antonio, where 
the sons achieved success in busi­ 
ness but both 
have since died, 
being out-lived 
by 
their aged 
mother who still resides in San 
Antonio. 
When 
the 
w riter 
came to 
Castroville 
in 1896. Prof. John 
G. Hall and family resided there, 
but some time between the late 
1898 and early 1899, Dr. J. T. 
FitzSimon purchased the property 
and ownership has since vested in 
his family.

Even then 
a Maverick was in politics, polling 
1556 vote- on 
the Democrat.c 
ticket. 
In an editorial comment fol­ 
lowing 
the 
table, 
the editor 
evinces 
satisfaction 
over 
the 
triumph of the Democrats. Other 
election news notes election rioting 
in Kentucky and the election of 
Democratic 
candidate 
Johnson 
(no doubt Andrew) in Tennessee. 
A comment laments that: ‘‘Be­ 
fore Sevastopol, the 
Allies are 
reported to have made but little 
progress, and the general condi­ 
tion of affairs is 
reported un­ 
changed. ” Then the last or fifth 
column on the page is given al­ 
most entirely to a reprint from 
the London Times of an article
